The bill, a “ m ust” on John­

list, would launch a broad gov­ 
ernm ent program of financial

prosperity. 
Before passing the m easure, 
the Senate chopped off $15 mil­ 
lion. leaving an ovcr-all total 
of $947.5 million.

Lawrence Levinson and Dr. E.

charge in a letter replying to 
Farley’s two letters sent this 
month to the Neshaminy Joint 
School Board. F arley’s letters 
defended 
the 
county com mis­ 
sioners’ decision to sponsor a 
community college. 
Dr. Werner is chairm an of the 
Neshaminy board’s community 
college committee. Farley, like 
the two school directors', is a 
Democrat 
and 
is 
also 
from 
Middletown Township. 
‘Inconceivable’ 
“ It is virtually inconceivable 
for anyone else to come to your 
conclusion from an examination 
of the facts of your letters,” 
the school directors wrote to 
Farley. 
Levinson and Dr. Werner in­ 
dicated that the $755,000 which 
the county pays to the state for 
university funds 
is 
the 
sam e 
amount no m atter how many 
students from the county attend 
Penn State. 
"As you 
know,” 
the 
letter 
>aid, “ any costs to residents for 
a community college is in addi­ 
tion to the amount paid for the 
state’s college program .” 
The s c h o o l directors said 
county residents can expect to 
pay as much as $2,180,000 under 
the five mills allowed by law, 
which Farley said will eventual­ 
ly be the cost of a community 
college. 
Levinson and Dr. Werner als*o 
said the community college cost 
could reach $7,265,000 on the 
basis of a statement by Farley 
and fellow Commissioner Joseph 


O.Canby that the five-mill tax 
limit is based on m arket value 
rather than the 30 per cent as­ 
sessed value. 
In contrast, the school direc­ 
tors said. a Penn State exten­ 
sion here w o u l d require the 
county to provide only physical 
facilities, “ which has been re­ 
liably estimated at about one- 
half mill for 17 years or $218,- 
000. 
“ It appears reasonable to ab­ 
sume that if Bucks County con­ 
tinues to bullishly and antagon­ 
istically reject a Penn State ex­ 
tension here (as has apparently 
been done) and if it continues 
to proclaim how much better the 
local college will be (which it 
has), Penn State could let us 
stew in our own juice and lo­ 
cate 
the 
extension 
c e n t e r 
planned for this area elsewhere. 
“There 
must 
inevitably 
be 
fewer and fewer openings for 
county residents or community 
college graduates at the Uni­ 
versity P ark Campus.” the let­ 
ter said, since the campus, with 
limited facilities, “is obligated 
to give preference to the ac­ 
ceptance of graduates of their 
extension centers for junior year 
studies.” This, the letter said, 
is regardless of the fact the 
county still will pay at least 
$755,000 per year towards sup­ 
port of Penn State in addition 
to the cost of the community 
college. 
‘Erroneous’ 
“ We therefore feel that your 
letters to the Neshaminy School 
Board were grossly misleading 
and erroneous in their conclu­ 
sions. There can be no doubt 
that for every resident of the 
county a community college is- 
astronomically more expensive. 
“ The continued rejection of 
Penn State will, in all probabil­ 
ity, further reduce the existing 
benefits Bucks Countians derive 
from their tax dollars,” the let­ 
ter concluded.
